Relief is in Sight 


The railroad' labor ''board- finally 


admits that a reduction in wages 
must be made. "Prevailing 'condi- 
tions justify to some extent,''yet to 
lie determined," says the board, "a 
.readjustment downward of the .wa- 
ges 'i:f Ihe employees of the 
car- 


riers/' The extent of the reductions 
is to lie made known in the near fu- 
ture, after representatives of both 
parties to the disputes have been 
fully 'hoard. It is announced that the 
new schedules will take 
effect—on 


July 1. 


The relief in sigh.t for the 
rail- 


roads will be very acceptable when 
it comes, and the public will receive 
an ultimate benefit through a reduc- 
tion in freight and passenger rates, 
reflected in reduced prices on every- 
thing 
into 
which 
transportation 


costs enter. It is regrettable that 
the change could not 
have come 


sooner. All through the war period 
the .railroad employees were given 
.successive increases dn their wages, 
approximately following; the rise in 
the tost of living. The peak of the 
food cost of living was 
reached dn 


June, 1920, which date also 
repre- 


sents the high tide of many other 
necessities of life. 
The 
following 


month tha last big increase in wag- 
es granted the rail employes was an- 
nounced 
by the 
labor board. 
It 


meant an added c^st to the 
roads 


of about $000,000,000 a year, and 
raised all classes of 
workers 
ap- 


proximately 21 per cent. 


Fiom that date the cost of living 


began to drop. Present retail 
food 


prices are less than two-thirds what 
f.hey were a year ago. Clothing costs 
have been forced down almost 
as 


much. Owing to the 
slack 
in 
the ] 


building industry rents are not re- j 
spending as quickly to the process 
of deflation, but the near future will 
show radical, readjustment in them 
also. Throughout the whole year of 
price reductions the wages of the 
rail workers have remained at the 
•high levels fixed last July- While 
"prices were going up the workers 


were able to force thedr wages 
up 


also, but when prices were coming 
down the railroads and many other 
employers were unable 
to 
lower 


their labor costs accordingly. 


The case as presented to the rail- 


way labor board by the roads 
was 


unanswerable, and no other decision 
than that handed down could have 
been rendered 
by intelligent 
and 


fair-minded men. 
It 
was proved 


that the roads were being forced to 
pay more for labor than they could 
employ it for. in the open market; 
that the admitted reductions in the 
cost of Living justified similar 
re- 


ductions in wage scales; that they 
were being forced to operate their 
properties at a loss because of ex- 
orbitant 
wages; 
and that 
they 


wished .to^ give (hd pujjlie the bene- 
fit of/'deefeased'ra'tesyibut could not 
do so. under the war wage schedules 
in force. 


Had fhe ;drop in. .wages 
followed 


the decrease 
in 
living • costs 
as 


closely as the rise in wages followed 
the increase in living costs the 


roads would have been saved close 
to a billion dollars, most of whicli 
would have been "passed on the pub- 
iic dn the sh'ap'e: of' loweiv prices on 
all commodities and in' 'dividends to 
millons of 
railroad 
stockholders. 


Tie-people, in this case as in every 
other instance of 
taxation, 
have 


•had to bear the burden and contri- 
bute the money to meet the swollen 
wage bills. But the end is apparent- 
ly in sight, and, with the railroads 
on the- road to health through tte 
grant "of normal wage scales, indus- 
try will respond to the 
readjusted 


freight rates that will follow, and

and not elsewhere; and such garbage 
receptacle shall be placed upon such 
premises as near an alley or street as 
is practicable and where the same is 
easily accessible to the garbage gath- 
erers of said 
City, and in no 
event 


shall any garbage receptacle be plac- 
ed, kept or maintained in any public 
street or avenue within - said city. 


Section 3—It is hereby declared un- 


lawful for any person or persons to de- 
posit any animal manure upon any'lot 
or premises or in any alley, street or 
avenue within said city unless a suit- 
able and proper box, bin or other re- 
ceptacle shall be constructed with sides 
and ends sufficiently tight- to securely 
bold all manure go' deposited therein, 
and all .manure ' so' deposited therein 
shall be removed at the expense of 
the owner every two weeks. 
.Section 4—AH surplus water, as 
near as possible, shall be drained off 
of garbage before the same is placed 
in receptacle. The word "garbage" as 
used in this ordinance shall be con- 
strued to include "every-fruit, vegetable, 
animal matter 'or refuse matter, that is 
incident to, attends or arises from the 
preparation, use, cooking, dealing; in, 
transporting, selling, buying or storing 
of meat,/ruit or vegetables. All gar- 
bage from stores, groceries, fruit arid 
vegetable 
establishments, 
railroa_d 


cars, factories or other similar busi- 
ness establishments shall be removed 
at least once a week at the cost of the 
person or.-persons that causes-,''allows, 
or permits the same to'accumulate. 


Section 5—The garbage 
collectors 


shall not dump said garbage within the 
city limits or said City of Rushville, 
Ind.

Section d—Any person or' persons 


who shall 
violate any of the 
pro- 


visions of this ordinance, and any per- . 
son or persons who shall fail to com- • 
ply with any of these terms, shall be 
fined for such violation, not less than 
five dollars nor more trTan fifty dollars. 


Section 7.—This ordinance shall be 


in force from and after its passage and 
take effect after it shall have been pub- 
lished once a week, for two consecu- 
tive weeks, in the daily papers of said 
City of Rushville, Ind.
